Many of our customers when select- 
ing a bull to place at the head of their 
herd, inquire of us ‘‘ What has his dam 
given in a year?’’ We are strong up- 
holders of the A. R. O. system and the 


official testing as practiced by Holstein- 
Friesian breeders, have made many 
large records and our cows have won a 


large number of the prizes awarded by 
the Association, for the seven and 
thirty days tests. We believe there is 
no breed of cattle that can compete 
successfully with the black and white 
beauties when all things are taken in 
to consideration, yet we realize that 2 
large proportion of the farmers and 
dairymen of our land are not fully 
acquainted with the true merits of the 
Holstein cow.

This meeting was the largest and most 
enthusiastic the Association’s his- 
tory and the interest shown by those 
attending the meeting plainly indi- 
cates that the citizens of this state are 
fully aware of the necessity and im 
portance of the state’s live stoek in- 
dustry. : 

In his opening address Pres. Thos. 
Taylor, Jr., Columbia, 8. C., discussed 
‘The Feeding of Beef Cattle’’ draw- 
ing attention to the importance of this 
branch of live stock industry. 

The next speaker was Prof. J. N. 
Harper, Director of the S. C. Experi- 
‘nent Station, who spoke on ‘‘ Rotation 
of Crops.’’ In this address the meth- 
ods of applying humus by crop rota- 
tion ard by feeding to live stock the 
crops produced and returning the 
manvre to the soil were compared with 
strong evidence in favor of the latter 
method. 

Dr. Barnett, veterinarian of the S. C. 
Experiment Station, gave a short talk

At the second session Mr. B. UH. 
Rawl, Chief of the U. 8. Dairy Divis- 
ion, made a forcible address on ‘‘ More 
Stock Raising on the Average Farm 
of the State.’’ 

At the evening session Mr. R. R. 
Welch of the U. S. Bureau of Animal 
Industry spoke on ‘‘ Building up of the 
Dairy Herd.’’ He poinied out the 
errors made in feeding, breeding and 
vencral farm management. 

Dr. C. E. Smith of Greenville, S. C., 
spoke on the ‘‘ Enforcement of City 
Milk and Inspection Laws.’’ He show 
ed the improvement in sanitary condi 
tions which result from proper munici- 
pal control. 


At the fourch session Mr. Thos. E. F. 
Holtzhauser of Columbia, S. C., spoke 
on ‘‘Poultry’’ and Mr. P. S. Bailey of 
Laurens ‘“Hogs.’’ These 
plain, practical ‘talks and aroused 
lengthy discussions. Prof. Dan T. Gray 
of the Ala. Agricultural College spoke 
on ‘‘Beef Production.’’ This address 
was of great interest and was well il- 
lustrated by charts showing results ob- 
tained from feeding cattle under var- 
ious conditions in the state of Alabama. 


At the fifth session Dr. Tait Butler 
of Starkville, Miss., spoke on ‘‘ Horse 
and Mule Breeding.’’ In his address 
Dr. Butler stated that, in order to keep 
pace with the improvements in meth- 


on were 


ods of cultivation, larger and heavier 
mules were needed in the South and he 
contended that to get these it would be 
necessary to have larger mares than 
we have at present. He advocated the 
purchasing of small Percheron stallions 
and the mating of these on our native 
850 to 900 pound mares and the mating 
of the progeny with good jacks so large 
as the average farmer can afford to 
purchase. 

The meeting closed with a discussion 
of Clemson College Extension Work by 
Prof. R. N. Barrow. Prof. Barrow, 
who is in charge of this work, showed 
how the college is attempting to carry 
practical information directly to the 
farm and in this way help and instruct 
the farmer and at the same time edu 
eate his son a*tending college.

WHEN BEGIN TO PREPARE FOR A 
TEST. 


An Ohio farmer-dairyman, who says 
that he can not make his herd of small- 
yield cows average better than 5,400 lbs. 
milk per year, and that he has studied 
and pondered over these reports till he 
has decided that if H.-F. cows can do 
such great work under the most favor- 
able conditions, they can do entirely 
satisfactory work under his conditions, 
and has arranged to make his start in 
Holstein-Friesian breeding this spring, 
asks, ‘‘How long before the beginning 
of a test does the owner begin to pre- 
pare for it;’ and I must reply that no 
direct answer can be given; it depend- 
ing upon the owner, the cow, and the 
The object, however, 
of admitting cows to advanced regis- 
tration that have proved their capacity 
and value by making good under offic: 
ial test, and bulls that are the sires of 
such cows, is primarily for the im. 
provement of the breed; and the suc- 
cess of any test will depend upon the 
hereditary vigor and capacity of the 
cow, on her proper development, and 
on the skill of her handler. 

That a cow shall have vigor and 
capacity for development, she must be 
well born; and to be well born, she 
must have strong, vigorous parents. 
Thus, it will be wise to begin to pre- 
pare for the test before either sire or 
dam are born. If the grand-sires and 
being good animals in- 
dividually, have been liberaliy fed 
from birth, so that at mating time 
they are vigorous and of full size for 
their and the cows are so fed 
during pregnancy as to be able to prop 
erly nourish their unborn calves, a 
strong and healthy sire and dam may 
be confidently expected; and the re- 
peating this process, as to care and 
feed, with sire and dam will produce 
the animal herself.

If the grand-dams and dam have had 
their natural capacity for milk produce 
tion fully developed, so much the more 
likely is it that the animal] will have a 
greater inherited capacity; and with an 
animal so bred, the owner has his ma- 
terial for development. The results of 
the test will then depend upon care and 
feed from birth up to fullest maturity. 
All the requirements in successful 
dairy husbandry can be boiled down 
into just care and feed; but both must 
be of the right kind. No animal that 
is not kept in a warm, clean, well ven- 
tilated stable in winter, of is allowed 
to fall off in flesh and milk in summer, 
hecause of short pactures and torment 
from flies, ean be regarded as having 
the right care and feed. Negligence in 
summer is more frequent among breed- 
ers of dairy cattle than it is in winter. 
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The main dairy problem is the prob- 
lem of right feeding; the man who ae- 
prives his cow of feed for which she 
will give him a return in either growth 
or milk is the opposite of wise, for he 
depletes his own purse. No cow that 
has been stunted in growth can in the 
nature of things attain tv the point 
she might have reached; yet the pro- 
portion of undersized cows in _ pure 
bred herds, to say nothing of the com- 
mon dairy herds, is entirely tov large. 
Give the cow a chance, then if she does 
not make good, send her to the block. 

Is the Advanced Registry system it- 
self making good? Just study one of 
the Advanced Registry Official Pedi- 
grees issued by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association through this office; or look 
into the breeding of the leading ani- 
mals in each class reported in one of 
these issues of the official reports. 
Take the two leading animals in each 
class of this issue, 14 animals in all: 
10 out of the 14 have Advanced Regis- 
‘try sires and dams, two have either an 
Advanced Registry sire or dam, and 
but two have parents that are not in 
the Advanced Register. 





SCHILLING DOING A GOOD WORK 
—ANSWERS ELIASON. 


‘‘The so-called farmers’ institute is 
nothing more nor less than a dairy- 
men’s trust, to further the interests of 
the Holstein people, according to S. G. 
Eliason, a well-known cattle raiser of 
Montevideo, Minn., at the West hotel 
today. 


‘*The state dairymen’s association is 
controlled by the Holstein people,’’ 
says Mr. Eliason. ‘‘I have attended 
its meetings believing it to be an in- 
stitution formed to advance the inter- 
ests of the farmer and the people in 
general. I have found out differently. 
It is nothing more nor less than a big 
advertising scheme to keep the Hol- 
stein people in control of the dairy 
cattle situation in Minnesota. 

‘‘They mever say anything about 
cattle raising at any of the meetings. 
Any attempts to bring up the subject 
are met with discouragement. In an 
underhanded way the Holstein people 
are doing everything possible to elimi- 
nate cattle raising in the state. This 
gives them a clear field to dispose of 
their product. There are 2,000,000 
fewer hogs in the state tuday than in 
1907, so you see, stock raising too, is 
being squelched out.’’ 

Mr. Eliason believes that the but 
chers and retailers themselves are re- 
spousible for the high cost of meat. He 
thinks that prices are going to soar still 
higher account of the increasing 
searcity of beef.

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Charge Unfounded. 

Now, 1 want to say, as president of 
the State Dairymen’s association, that 
the gentleman quoted above is exceed- 
ingly narrow in his views, and his ut- 
terances are absolutely false and with- 
out foundation. 


The recent annual convention at 
Hutchinson, Jan. 18-20, was the largest 
in the history of the association. 
Never before was there so much inter- 
est in dairy live stock development, 
and I want to say to Mr. Eliason that 
not one single speaker on the pro- 
gram was a Holstein breeder or enthus- 
iast. But I will say that the Jersey 
men were represented by such speakers 
and breeders of Jerseys as Hon. M. D. 
Munn, St. Paul; Hon. Andrew French, 
Plainview; Rev. Samuel R. Currie, 
Park River, N. D., and F. M. Wolfe, of 
Mr. Eliason’s own town, Montevideo; 
and, further, the last named gentleman 
had sent him and distributed at that 
meeting Jersey literature from the 
National Jersey association. Mr. Munn 
had a large picture of a Jersey cow 
hung up in the convention hall; Pro- 
fessor Haecker, in speaking of his trip 
abroad, spoke in the highest terms of! 
the Jersey and Guernsey cattle; the 
new board of officers has two Guernsey 
breeders, Emil Ek, Cokato, and A. J. 
MeGuire, Grand Rapids. ; 

What Records Show. 

Now, since Mr. Eliason has opened 
this matter up and is giving vent to 
his wounded feelings, because farmers 
have ceased to listen to the dual pur- 
pose fad, that cost the state dairymen 
so much money, I will tell him and 
the public a few things that will not 
set well. Up to last year the State 
Dairymen’s Ass’n had been controlled 
for years by two men, J. R. Morley and 
Robert Crickmore of Owatonna, both 
breeders of Shorthorn cattle. Now 
there is not a state in the Union whose 
experiment stations class the Short- 
horns as a dairy breed, and it is high 
time that the gentleman from Chip- 
pewa county was finding this out. Mr. 
Eliason says ‘‘ Holstein people are do- 
ing everything possible to eliminate 
cattle raising in the state.’’ This is a 
nice statement to make, when the 
dairy breed associations’ records prove 
that there have been more pure bred 
dairy eattle sold in Minnesota in the 
past two years than for the 15 years 
previous. 

Dairy Cattle for Dairymen.

Dear Mr. Fassett:—Your esteemed 
favor of March 4 was duly received. 
While it has cleared up some matters 
for us, some others do not seem quite 
so clear. 

Referring to my inqury as to how the 
people are to be benefitted by an in- 
crease in second-class postal rates, you 
say: ‘‘It might be equally fair for me 
to counter and say how are the peuple 

» be benefitted by an abolition of the 

costal rates.’’ It oeeurs to us that if 

proposed ty abolish all rates on 
such an inquiry would 
and it would be 
up to its advocates to answer; but as 
no such measure 
pass it. 

You ask this question: ‘‘Do you not 
think that where the Government ren-

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ders a direct service immediately to 
an individual or corporation that the 
individual or corporation should pay 
to the Government at least what the 
service costs the Government itself?’ 
We reply that it would seem to us 
eminently right and proper, if such was 
au principle of our Government, opera- 
ting in all cases, which does not appear 
to be true. Is not property taxed for 
the education of the children of non- 
tax payers? Is not all church property 
exempt from taxation; and is not its 
quota of taxes shifted over onto the 
people, church-goers and none-church- 
goers alike? How about the ‘‘ship- 
subsidy’’ proposition? During the late 
financial crisis, did not the Government 
loan the banks a large amount of 
Government funds without receiving 
any direct returns? We will not take 
up space by enumerating farther, but 
the cases seem to be so numerous as tv 
be prima facie evidence of a Govern- 
ment policy. 

You say ‘‘I do not know why sec- 
ond-class mail matter’s vrigination of 
first-class mail should receive credit 
any more than the origination of mail 
by first-class mail should receive 
eredit.’’ Your reasoning here seems a 
little hazy to us. As it appears to us 
all first-class mail, however originated, 
does receive due credit, since it pays 
the cost of service and something more. 
Second-class matter is said not to pay 
its way at one cent a pound; but if it 
originates a large amount of first-class 
mail that is carried at a profit, second- 
class matter should be credited with 
the profit accruing from the first-class 
matter, which it (the second-class mat- 
ter) originates. This seems to be so 
clear and logical that even a Congress- 
man ought to see it. It may be diffi- 
cult to determine just how much credit 
should be given, however, this shvuld 
not preclude such credit. This seems 


to be a well recognized business princi- 


ple. Nearly every retail firm has cer- 
tain articles that are sold below cost— 
so ealled leading articles—the idea be- 
ing that the little lost on the leading 
article is more than counterbalanced by 
the other goods purchased which pay a 
handsome profit. You add: ‘‘But even 
if you give credit to the second-class 
mail for originating all the first-class 
mail matter there would still be a 
deficit of some $11,000,000 a year.’’ 
Yes, indeed, with the rura] mail ecar- 
riers chasing about over the country 
with nearly empty wagons; but give 
us a consistent parcel’s rate and the 
$11,000,000 deficit will disappear like 
the dew before the morning sun. 


You admit that ‘‘a majority among 
those who have expressed themselves 


are opposed to an increase in the 





second-class postal rates,’’ but you in- 
fer that you think the people have 
been deceived. For my own part | 
believe the people know what they 
want and know why they want it. 
They believe that an increase in sec- 
ond class postage would increase the 
cost of their literature, and the only 
parties benefited would be the express 
companies. 


When you say that ‘‘the Government 
ought to give us the best possible ad- 
ministration of the Post Office Depart- 
ment,’’ we most emphatically agree 
with you; but when you declare that 
‘it is idle to say thi, :s all a matter 
of bookkeeping, and experts will differ 
about the precise scientific methods of 
making this, that or the other charge, 
the entire point will be missed,’’ I am 


not so sure of my agreement. When 
it is proposed to make important 


changes on the showing of the books, 
it seems as though we should be sure 
that the books are not deceiving us. 


Your reference to Senator Pettigrew 
is not entirely complimentary. How 
ever we supposed that when we brought 
Senatorial evidence we were getting 
close to the fountain head of all know]- 
edge. In any event we quoted from 
him merely to show that the ‘‘special 
requirements’? of the Government 
which you alleged as a reason for the 
Government paying a higher rate than 
the express companies, was entirely 
met by the rental paid for the ears. 
and therefore could not account for the 
higher transportation charge. Whether 
we are warranted in relying upon the 
speech of any senator we cannot deter 
mine, but the public has little faith in 
the honesty of the railroads;.and when 
you say in speaking of cheating in 
weighing the mails, ‘‘it is very diffi- 
eult to establish and of mighty little 
influence’’’ we are disposed to think, 
in the light of the recent disclosures 
in the weighing of sugar, that honesty 
on the part of the railroads is not as 
well looked after as it should be. 

In reference to the rates on second 
class postage in Canada you say: ‘‘It 
is not fair to make comparison with 
the Canadian or any other Foreign 
Government without all the facts be- 
ing taken into consideration. In Can- 
ada there is a very small amount of 
second-class matter, and it is only Can- 
adain second-class matter that is car- 
ried at “%e per pound. The American 
second-class mail is carried at 4¢ a 
pound.’’ This latter fact undoubtedly 
tends to contribute somewhat tv the 
$900,000 surplus; but in the interest of 
all the facts we will add that we un- 
derstand that Canadian second-class

Referring to our recent correspoud- 
ence and your circular regarding sta- 
ble bedding, | wish to say that up to 
the present time we have found nothing 
equal tu clean shavings as an absorbent 
in our cow barns. When we first com- 
menced to use these shavings some fif 
teen years ago we heard a great deal 
of talk to the effect that the shavings 
would do great injury to our soil. This 
did not seem probable to us and we 
have found by practical experience that 
they not only do no harm to the soil, 
but do it a great deal of good. When 
saturated with the liquid manure and 
ploughed under they add humus to the 
soil, and hold the moisture. Last sea- 
son during about eight weeks with prac- 
tically no rain our corn kept growing 
every day and did not curl up, as was 
the condition of the corn on many ot 
our neighboring farms. 

There are certainly no objections to 
the use of shavings mixed with the 
barn fertilizer.

The Natural Adaptability of the South 
for Stock Raising. 


Tait Butler discusses this subject in 
the Progressive Farmer as follows: 


The South certainly has natural ad- 
vantages for the growing of domestic 
animals. Why are the wild animals 
largest and most numerous in the trop- 
ies? Because weather conditions pre- 
sent less severe hardships to be over- 
come than in the colder regions. More- 
over, the absence of cold weather, or 
rather the warm, moist climate of the 
tropics, insures a more constant, abun- 
dant and uniform fosd suppliy. 


These, and these only, are our natural 
advantages for gsrowing live stock. We 
have less severe winters which mean 
less hardships for our live stock, and 
shorter winters with a longer growing 
season which mean that a more abund- 
ant and varied food supply may be pro- 
duced. 


In other words, we require less ex- 
pensive stables and can feed more 
cheaply. Truly these are essential ad- 
vantages in the growing of live stock, 
but these are merely natural advan- 
tages, and the growing of farm live 
stock cannot be left to nature. In fact, 
th2 modern domestic animal is a very 
artificial product. By intelligent 
breeding and selection, by protecting 
from hardships and by supplying with 
an abundance of rich food, man has 
developed races of domestic animals 
which serve most admirably the needs 
of man in the lines for which they have 
been developed. 


Why: Natural Advantages Are Not 
Enough. 


To develop and maintain such races 
of domestic animals has required the 
highest tyne of agricultural knowledge 
and the most thorough-going and pain- 
staking eare. We cannot grow live 
stock as we have grown cotton. More 
knowledge, more _ sacrifices: more 
thought, more labor, will he necessary. 
The highest type of farmer found in 
the world today is the farmer who gives 
special attention to the growing of 
high grade domestic animals. As a

class, the stock breeders of the world 
are the equal in intelligence of any 
class of men, not even excepting the 
so-called learned professions. They are 
not such, however, because they breed 
live stock, but they are able to breed 
live stock because they are intelligent. 
If, therefore, our natural advantages 
consist only in a milder winter climate 
and a longer growing season for the 
production of feeds for live stock, it 
must be apparent that these so-called 
natural advantages are not of them- 
selves sufficient to insure success in the 
growing of live stock. This has been 
our chief mistake in the past, that our 
mild climate and the fact that some 
feed grew during the entire year, made 
live stock growing easy. It is such an 
artificial business, requiring such a 
high degree of intelligence and close 
application of energy, that no natural 
advantages which we possess, even 
though these be of essential value, will 
compensate for the lack of preparation, 
study and care in our past efforts to 
produce a better class of live stock for 
the South. 

Some Disadvantages of Our Climate. 

In the past these natural advantages 
have probably been an injury rather 
than a help to us in the growing vf live 
stock. We have over-estimated their 
importance and under-estimated the 
part which artificial conditions and 
man must play in the successful grow- 
ing of modern domestic animals. 

First, let us more carefully consider 
the question and ascertain, if we may, 
whether our mild climate is a real ad- 
vantage in the growing of farm live 
stock. If farm animals were to run 
out at all times and receive no atten- 
tion from man, then unquestionably 
our mild climate would be an advan- 
tage, but we may well stop to consider 
if the sheltering of the live stock for 
several months of the year, which is 
necessary in the North, is not more 
easily accomplished than protecting 
them from some of the conditions which 
our mild climate brings about. 

When we consider the greater num- 
bers of parastic enemies which prey on 
Southern live stock because of the 


milder climate, and the fact that an 
animal is more easily protected from 
extremes of cold than from extremes 
of heat, is very doubtful if we haye 
any direct natural advantages in cli- 
mate for the growing of live stock. In 
the opinion of the writer the advan- , 
tages are counter-balanced by the 
disadvantages. 

Our One Great Natural Advantage. 

The other natural advantages men- 
tioned, longer growing seasons, which 
enable us to produce a greater variety 
of feed crops at less cost, are the true 
conditions which may be turned to an 
immense advantage in the growing of 
live stock. The growing of farm ani- 
mals is so very largely a question of 
feeding farm animals, that the import- 
ance of the fact that we can grow two 
and three feed crops on a given piece 
of land each year, cannot be vver-esti- 
mated. 

It must not be forgotten, however, 
that this natural advantage which we 
possess in the producing of feed crops, 
will avail us nothing unless we actually 
grow the crops and feed them to live 
stock. It will avail us nothing, though 
the climate and land may be able to 
produce two or three feed crops each 
year, if we only make it grow one, or 
do not feed these crops to the right 
sort of animals in the right way after 
they are produced. 

The fact that our lands are now less 
productive per crop and per acre is 
only a temporary disadvantage at most, 
for by the growing of two and three 
of the best feed crops each year, and. 
the feeding of these to live stock, -our 
soils will, in a short time, be made as 
productive as those of any section. 

In conelusion, let me state as posi- 
tively as I may, the opinion, that our 
sole natural advantage for the produc- 
tion of live stock lies in our facilities 
for cheap feed production, and that T 
am further of the opinion that this ad- 
vantage far outweighs any natural dis- 
advantage, but it does not, and never 
ean, take the place of that intelligent 
eare and untiring energy and attention 
necessary on the part of the farmer to 
make live stock husbandry successful.
